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3. Material — Any of the materials specified in 3 of IS: 5347-1979 'Specification for general 
requirements of metal surgical implants ( first revision )l 

4. Workmanship and Finish — The nails shall be cannulated. The threads and serrations, wherever 
provided, shall be neat and clean. The edges of the tri-fin at the tip of the nails shall be sharp. The 
nails shall be made in one piece with no riveting or welding. They shall be symmetrical and well 
balanced. They shall be free from cracks, draw marks, burrs, pits r surface contamination and 
impregnated foreign particles. They shall be ultrasonically cleaned, passivated and polished bright to 
give a mirror or satin finish.

7. Packing — The tip of each nail shall be covered with stripable plastic coating. The nails shall then 
be packed individually in polyethylene bags. A number of such pieces may be packed in cartons as 
agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier. 
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
